SB 976, sponsored by 
McCarthy, has passea through 
both houses and now awaits 
the governor's decision. 

Additional classes would be 
funded by $32.7 million of the 
allocation and $10 million 
would be allocated to roll back | 
fall semester fees by 16 per- 
cent. 

McCarthy delivered his mo- 
tivational speech to CSUS stu- 
dents on the South Lawn at 
noon.

Childcare Center losses perplex students, spark investigation

The Childcare Center lost $42,000 last 
year, and student leaders want to know 
why. 

“I believe there’s a need to take a look at 


why we lost money,” Associated Students 
Inc. Financial Vice President Stanford 
Hirata said. 

Next Tuesday, the ASI Board of Direc- 
tors will consider bids from six consulting 
and certified public accountant firms, 
which they hope will be able to provide 


insight into the center’s financial woes. 
Last year’s deficit was the smallest in 
the center’s four year history, with the 
previous year's close to $100,000. But 
Hirata and the board began accepting bids 
last May for a Childcare Consultant be- 
cause “I felt immediate attention should 


be paid to the losses. One of my goals was 
to see a no-deficit center.” 

Since May, however, the sense of ur- 
gency has disappeared. Hirata said the 
board wants to have all available informa-

According to McCarthy, the 
budget cuts have resulted in fac- 
ulty layoffs and the loss of courses 
and course sections. 

The CSU system this year has 
cut or not even scheduled 4549 
courses. 

“This derails the progress and 
the graduation plans ofthousands 
of students, and that is wrong,” 
he said.

Black perceives a student-run associa- 
tion as promising for increasing the 
alumni’s presence on campus. 

He said one possible outcome ofa studen- 
run association would be that students are 
offered the opportunity to spend a day 
with alumni who work in that student's 
chosen field of study. 

“They could go out and spend the day 
with an alumnus to find out what it is they 
do. They would follow the person around 
and find out what they really do in their 
job,” Black said. 

Black said there is also the possibility a 
student may be able to spend a couple of 
months working with an alumni member 
instead of just a day. He said this program 
would probably function much like an in- 
ternship. The main purpose of the student 
alumni association, Black said, would be 
to expose students to the alumni organi- 
zation while they still attend CSUS. 

“Most students don’t even know we 
exists, even after they graduate,” he said. 

Covarrubias feels the same way. She 
said members of the association, for the 
most part, are the only ones who know 
about the association. 

“The only ones who know who we are is 
us,” she said. One way the Alumni Asso- 
ciation plans on unmasking their ano- 
nymity is to build an alumni house next to 
Hornet Stadium. 

Black said the alumni house plans have 
passed phase one, a focus meeting among 
alumni chapters on how they want the 
house to function, and the plans have 
passed phase two, the feasibility of such an 
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should begin next fall with construction to 
begin around the fall of 93. Because cur- 
rently the alumni association lacks expo- 
sureon campus, most studentsdon't realize 
what benefits are available. One of these 
benefits the association offers is fee 
scholarships. 

Black said scholarships are available to 
incoming students, continuing students 
and graduate students. Two scholarships 
are awarded in each category, he said. 
Since these scholarships only cover the 
cost of tuition for an academic year, each 
grantee received $1060 for this academic 
year, Black said. 

Other benefits the association offers 
are awards for former students and gradu- 
ating students. The Order of the Hornet 
and the Distinguished Service Award are 
awarded to former graduates who volun- 
teer their effort and time to the Alumni 
Association and their community, Black 
said. In 1984, Assemblyman Lloyd G. 
Connelly received the Order of the Hornet 
for his dedication to the association and 
the community, he said. 

Originally called the Top 20, the Student 
Achievement award is given to graduating 
students who exhibit a strong academic 
performance, Black said. 

In order for a student to be considered 
for the award, he or she must have the 
faculty behind him or her, have a grade 
point average of 3.4, be active in two orga- 
nizations and/or academic activities in 
which no credit was given and he or she 
must have shown leadership skills, Black

Society for Creative Anachronism harks back to medieval days of yore

You do not live in the Western United 
States. You do not live in Sacramento. 
And, most certainly, you do not attend 
CSUS. No, you are a citizen of the King- 
dom of the West, currently residing in or 
near the province of Golden Rivers. Most 
likely, you are paying for tuition at the 
College of St. Cassian of Imola. 

Rest assured, though; you still live on 


the planet Earth, even though some still ° 


believe it to be flat. So, exactly what is your 
situation? Naturally, you're in a time ma- 
chine of some kind. 

Either that, or you're in the SCA. 

The SCA, an acronym for Society for 
Creative Anachronism, is a “non-profit 
educational organization dediczted to re- 
searching and recreating the customs, com- 
bat and courtesy of the Middle Ages,” as 
their handbook so eloquently expounds. 

To further these goals, members of the 
society stage events, act the parts, and try 
as hard as possible to re-create an atmo- 
sphere at least similar to one that could 
have been found a thousand years ago in 
Europe. 

You may have seen the CSUS chapter 
last Saturday on campus, plying their 
organization's activities. A member of the 
SCA is easily recognizable as such during 
an event; he or she will be clad in “period 
clothing,” which is to say, nothing that 
could be found in a Sears catalogue. 

“The Sac State chapter started in the 
’85-’86 school year just as a student orga 
nization,” explains Malcolm MacPherson, 
Chancellor Emeritus of the College of St. 
Cassian of Imola (i.e. CSUS). “Eventually, 
there was enough interest that we decided 
toform with the national group. We take it 
very seriously, and we try to be a literal 
college. We encourage research.” 

Although the CSUS group is known as a 
college, other groups take the name of 
“household,” or any other appropriate 
“SCA-nym.”

MacPherson, whose real name is Rtich- 
ard Smiley, a grad student in music his- 
tory, is also a fighter. “I was Marshall at 
the fights today,” he said on Saturday. 
“Basically, I make sure that nobody gets 
hurt. I also watch for equipment failures. 
The most important thing is that we 
train at this. We train our new fighters 


very carefully, with safety first and fore- 
most.” 

Fighting, although not necessarily the 
focus of the SCA, has become something of 
its trademark. The fighting is carefully su- 
pervised and is not done with real swords. 
Rattan (a bamboo-like wood) is usec as a 
substitute for steel in the weapons. 


The armor, however, is genuine. “In the 
early years of the SCA, people used to 
make armor out of road signs and pretty 
much anything else they could find,” re- 
lated Car! of Sutherland (Matt Leissring, 
grad student of English). “Now, every- 
thing is much more real. We've got guys 
who have full plate armor.” 

“Nobody has ever been killed or perma- 
nently maimed in an SCA fight,” said 
MacPherson. He describes a popular story 
that circulates SCA ranks. “In Canada, an 
SCA group was trying toget insured. Well, 
the insurance company sent out an ob- 
server to a fight to determine how danger- 
ous it was. It turned out that the SCA 


' fighting was ranked right up there with 


ping-pong for safety. The worst injury I've 
ever seen is a broken thumb.” 

The SCA, ever conscious of the customs 
of medieval society, does not dwell on 


1 fights, however. At the various events, 


there may be found competitions in cook- 
ing, sciences, brewing, sewing and a num- 
ber of other areas.” 

The events themselves are as varied as 
the contest. Some events are three days 
long and are specifically for fighting to 
determine the next king (a king’s reign is 
usually rather short in the SCA). Others 
are smaller events that are orchestrated 
toward a party or feast. Still others are 
geared for learning. The College of St. 
Cassian is famous throughout the King- 
dom of the West for its annual learning 
event, the Collegium. 

“On the weekend of Oct. 26 and 27, we're 
basically going to be taking over the Uni- 
versity Union,” said MacPherson. “About 
200 people from the entire kingdom at- 
tend. We're real proud of that.” 

The Collegium, as defined by the hand- 
book, is “A gathering where the major 
activity consists of classes and workshops 
in the skills and fields of knowledge valued 
in the society.” Essentially, this means you 
go there and learn how to function better

There are many ways artists try to 
portray a message to their viewers.

On Saturday, the USA Bas- 
ketball selection committee fi- 
nally announced the members 
of the team that will contend 
for the gold medal in Barcelona, 
Spain next summer.

Stockton, Utah; and Chris Mullin, 
Golden State. 

Dave Gavitt, president of the 
operation, announced there will 
be two more team members se- 
lected at the conclusion of the 
college season and will probably 
both be college players. It is a 
foregone conclusion that one of 
them will be the 71” center from 
LSU, Shaquille O'Neil. 

Michael Jordan’s selection was 
not a surprise, but it was @ com- 
plete turnaround for the MVP 
whohad previously said that sum- 
mers were “his free time and a 
chance to rest and recover from 
the season.”

Palmberg, a senior defensive 
lineman, led what Head Coach 
Bob Mattos called “one of the best 
defensive efforts we've had around 
here in a long while” at Montana 
State in the Hornets’ dramatic 
19-17 win (September 14).

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Attention skiers: the new line of skis are out 


This years’ skis prove worthy of thrashing, bashing and mashing

Every September, local ski 
shops begin to see a trickle of 
customers poking around the 
showroom looking at the latest in 
ski gear. 

Hard-core skiers get antsy 
when the new merchandise starts 
arriving about this time of year. 

The 1992 models are here and 
today’s column will focus on the 
newest in giant slalom, or GS, 
skis and their features. 

Although mainly designed for 
racing, GS skis perform well for 
recreational cruising 

They’ re softer flexing in the tip 
and tail and carve smooth, long 
radius turns. The softer ends 
make the skis easier to turn in 
deep, soft snow and uneven ter- 
rain. A pair of GS skis is a great 
idea for those who like to ski 
quickly and aggressively. 

Be careful in the moguls, 
though; GS skis have a tendency 
to bend and stay bent if skied in 
deep bumps. 

GS skis should be sized about 
15-35 centimeters above your 
head height and if you’re not sure 
about the size you want, ask your 
local ski shop salesperson.
